Massive CubeSat Launch Fails 


NEWINGTON, CT, Jul 27, 2006--A much-heralded 
attempt to launch 15 CubeSats built by 11 universi- 
ties and one private company failed this week. Four- 
teen of the tiny spacecraft carried Amateur Radio 
transmit-only payloads. All of the satellites appear to 
have been lost. 


The Dnepr-1LV rocket lifted off from Russia's 
Baikonur Cosmodrome in Kazakhstan at 1943 UTC 
on July 26. Various accounts indicate that the mis- 
sion went awry less than two minutes after liftoff 
when the first stage failed to separate on time, caus- 
ing an emergency shutdown of the rocket's main 
engine. Reports vary on how far downrange -- and 
just where -- the vehicle fell. One said the Dnepr 
dropped to Earth some 15 km from the launch site, 
while another put the distance at 190 km. A third 
account said the Dnepr dropped into the Indian 
Ocean. 


Originally set for June 28, the launch had been post- 
poned until July 26. The CubeSat project was a col- 
laboration between California Polytechnic State Uni- 
versity-San Luis Obispo and Stanford University's

Swain's Island is newest DXCC entity 


Swain's Island is newest DXCC entity (Jul 24, 2006) -- A recent addi- 
tion to the DXCC rules has led to the designation of Swain's Island 
(KH8) as the 337th DXCC entity. A brief inaugural DXpedition operat- 
ing under the call sign KH8SI was to get under way this week. In 
June, the ARRL DXCC Desk announced the addition of a Paragraph 
(c) under Section II, DX List Criteria, 1. Political Entities of the DXCC 
Rules: "The Entity contains a permanent population, is administered 
by a local government and is located at least 800 km from its parent. 
To satisfy the 'permanent population’ and ‘administered by a local 
government criteria of this subsection, an Entity must be listed on 
either (a) the US Department of State's list of 'Dependencies and Ar- 
eas of Special Sovereignty’ as having a local ‘Administrative Center,’ 
or (b) the United Nations’ list of 'Non-SelfGoverning Territories." The 
new language reclassified American Samoa as a political entity for 
DXCC purposes. Subsequently, the DX Advisory Committee and the 
Awards Committee concurred with a request, accompanied by sub- 
stantiating evidence, and added Swain's Island to the DXCC List as 
the first "separation entity" from American Samoa. "The distance be- 
tween American Samoa and Swain's Island has been determined to 
be in excess of 350 km as required by DXCC Rules Section Il, Para- 
graph 2, Section b)," the DXCC Desk said. Contacts made with 
Swain's Island on or after 0001 UTC on July 22, 2006, will count for 
DXCC credit. For more information, including the DXCC Reference

FCC SUSPENDS HAM LICENSES FOR FAILURE TO MAINTAIN 


MAILING ADDRESS 


The FCC has suspended two

Special Counsel in the FCC Spectrum Enforcement Divi- 
sion Riley 

Hollingsworth wrote Larry L. Smith, KC7LJR, of Middleton, 
Idaho, and Larry J. Maniag, KD7JTG, of Payson, Arizona, 
on June 28 to inform them the FCC was suspending their 
Technician tickets for the remainder of their license terms 
or until each licensee provides a valid mailing address. 

In his letter to Smith, Hollingsworth noted that on three 
occasions in late 2005, the FCC had been unable to de- 
liver warning notices alleging deliberate interference to a 
2-meter repeater system. 

He told Maniag that the US Postal Service earlier this 
year returned as undeliverable two warning notices alleg- 
ing deliberate interference with several repeaters. 

Hollingsworth cited §97.23 of the Commission's Ama- 
teur Radio Service rules that requires each license grant to 
show the licensee's correct name and mailing address. 
The rule provides that "revocation of the station license 
or suspension of the operator license may result when cor- 
respondence from the FCC is returned as undeliverable 
because the grantee failed to provide the correct mailing 
address." 

Hollingsworth cited the same rule to an Ohio licensee 
apparently tempting a similar fate. On June 26 
Hollingsworth afforded Robert D. Reckner, W8IQJ, 
more time to respond to complaints involving his service 
as MIDCARS net control. The complaint alleges deliberate 
interference as a result of his starting the net on top of ex- 
isting communications on 7.258 MHz in April. A June 1 
letter enclosing the complaint came back to the FCC as 
undeliverable, he said. 

In another failure-to-reply case, Hollingsworth notified 
William E. Kuth, KB2SGQ, of Utica, New York, on June 27 
that his license renewal application has been designated 
for dismissal. That action effectively eliminates Kuth's 
Amateur Radio privileges, and Hollingsworth reminded him 
of that fact. 

In May, the FCC notified Kuth that his renewal applica- 
tion "could not be routinely granted" and had been referred 
to the Enforcement Bureau for review. That came in the 
wake of a Warning Notice for allegedly operating on 
26.815 MHz without a license and causing interference on 
10 meters. Additional complaints alleged that Kuth oper- 
ated on 26.945 MHz. 


Hollingsworth said postal records indicate that Kuth 
received the FCC inquiry on May 5 but did not respond. 
The letter to Kuth noted that the address on his renewal 
application differed from his actual mailing address. 
Kuth's Technician license expired in November 2004. 


The FCC dismissed the upgrade application of Andrew O. 
Ojwang, KI4LTH, of Roswell, Georgia, based on the licen- 
see's response to "numerous complaints about the opera- 
tion of your station since the grant of your General class 
license," Hollingsworth wrote. Following the complaints, 
the FCC last October set aside Ojwang's General license 
and his renewal application, which reverted to pending 
status. 

"Pursuant to your response dated May 31, 2006, your 
General class application is being forwarded to the Wire- 
less Telecommunications Bureau for dismissal," 
Hollingsworth informed Ojwang on June 28. Complaints 
regarding Ojwang's on-air operation would have to be re- 
solved before the Commission would consider an upgrade 
application, Hollingsworth advised. The FCC appears to 
have renewed Ojwang's Technician ticket for a full 10-year 
term, however. 

Meanwhile, a Texas man, Billy J. Benefiel, W5BUB, 
turned in his amateur license rather than respond to com- 
plaints alleging that he was operating on frequencies not 
authorized to him as a Technician, and for causing interfer- 
ence.
